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Here  We  Go  Again  . . . 

Livingston  Alumni  Association  Joins  Fight 
To  Safeguard  RU  Ecological  Preserve

As  the  Volunteer  Lobbyist  for  the 
Friends  of  the  Rutgers  Ecological 
Preserve  (FREP),  I would  like  to  provide 
a brief  overview  regarding  the  impor- 
tant open  space  preservation  fight  un- 
derway at  Rutgers  University.  Our  Liv- 
ingston Alumni  Association  and  the  Liv- 
ingston College  Government  Associa- 
tion passed  resolutions  in  support  of  the 
many  efforts  underway  to  prevent  a 
housing  development  from  being  built 
on  an  80-acre  tract  of  land  bordering  and 
partially  within  the  Rutgers  Ecological 
Preserve. 

Many  of  us  hiked  and/or  partied 
in  the  Preserve  as  undergraduates.  An 
environmental  treasure  within  our  state, 
the  Preserve  is  home  to  over  150  species 
of  birds,  30  species  of  mammals  and 
hundreds  of  species  of  flora  and  vegeta- 
tion. A pre-1840s  virgin  forest  stands 
within  reach  of  the  proposed  develop- 
ment tract. 

On  January  22,  1989,  the  one-year 
anniversary  of  the  plan  was  celebrated. 
If  RU  has  its  way,  800  units  of  housing 
will  be  spread  across  the  acreage  spilt 
between  Highland  Park  and  Piscata  way. 
A road  will  be  built  within  the  Preserve 
to  link  the  development  to  Cedar  Lane. 
What  once  was  a money-maker  has  no  w 
been  transformed  into  a development 
project  which  may  provide  faculty-staff 
housing  up  to  50  percent  of  the  project. 
The  rationale  for  development  was  to 
help  Rutgers  University  raise  $500,000 
to  $700,000  annually  toward  scholar- 
ships, libraries  and  computers. 

After  over  10  months  of  legislative 
battling,  a new  law  was  signed  by  Gov- 
ernor Thomas  Kean  on  December  30, 


1988.  Rutgers  University  will  now  be 
required  to  receive  approval  from  local 
planning  boards  on  all  commercial 
development  plans  like  the  one  pro- 
posed. Rutgers  University  fought  this 
law  tooth  and  nail  because  in  its  original 
form  passed  unanimously  by  the  Legis- 
lature, the  law  would  have  provided  the 
Governor  the  right  to  veto  any  land 
development  in  the  Preserve,  its  buffer 
or  any  RU  land  developed  for  commer- 
cial purposes  if  that  project  was  deemed 
not  in  the  public  interest.  The  Governor 
removed  that  p>ortion  when  he  condi- 
tionally vetoed  the  bill  on  August  4, 
1988.  What  we  have  is  but  a first  step  to 
curb  RU's  development  plans. 

On  December  14,  1988,  Assembly 
Speaker  Chuck  Hardwick  joined  FREP 


in  making  an  impxjrtant  announcement 
at  the  Rutgers  Ecological  Preserve.  Liv- 
ingston students  present  heard  the 
Speaker  unveil  two  pieces  of  legislation 
designed  to  protect  the  preserve.  A-4058 
will  block  any  development  of  land 
acquired  by  Rutgers  University  after 
19^  and  in  the  Preserve.  The  year  1956 
is  an  important  one  because  Rutgers 
became  the  State  University  of  New 
Jersey  then;  any  land  in  the  University's 
possession  prior  to  1956  is  considered 
RU's  private  land.  What  makes  this  bill 
so  important  is  that  it  will  block  the  road 
for  the  development  project  because  the 
road  is  located  in  the  Preserve. 

Livingston  alumni  should  know 
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WLBS,  the  Livingston  student 
radio  station,  has  hired  a firm  to 
conduct  an  FM  frequency  search.  If  an 
open  FM  frequency  can  be  located,  WLBS 
will  then  be  able  to  make  formal  applica- 
tion to  the  FCC  to  begin  broadcasting  on 
that  frequency.  The  station  is  optimistic 
that  FM  broadcasting  will  begin  in  the 
spring  of  1990.  In  other  news,  WLBS  is 
now  broadcasting  live  coverage  of 
Rutgers  sports  events  from  the  Louis 
Brown  Athletic  Center. 

New  housing  for  Rutgers  College 
students  will  open  on  the  Busch  Cam- 
pus in  the  fall  of  1989.  As  a result,  Living- 
ston College  will  take  control  of  the 
Tower  Dormitories.  Although  a small 
number  of  Rutgers  College  students  will 
remain  in  the  Towers,  the  results  for 
Livingston  will  be  to  ease  the  shortage 
of  on-campus  housing  and  necessitate 
an  increase  in  Residence  Life  staff. 

The  Rutgers  University  March- 
ing Band  has  a new  home  on  the  Living- 
ston Campus.  Previously,  the  Marching 
Band  had  been  housed  on  the  Douglass 
Campus,  but  had  been  forced  to  travel  to 
the  Busch  Campus  to  practice.  The 
Marching  Band  is  now  housed  in  the 
music  wing  of  Lucy  Stone  Hall  and  will 
practice  behind  the  Livingston  Gym. 
Lights  have  been  installed  over  the  gym 
fields  to  allow  the  band  to  practice  aher 
dark.  The  new  lights  will  also  allow  the 
Livingston  Gym  to  offer  nighttime  in- 
tramural events  on  gym  fields. 

A display  was  sponsored  during 
the  fall  semester  by  the  Livingston 
Alu  mni  Association  to  celebrate  the  20th 
anniversary  of  Livingston  College.  The 
display,  located  in  the  Tillett  Hall  dis- 
play case  adjacent  to  the  Great  Hall, 
focused  on  the  construction  of  the  col- 
lege on  the  site  of  Camp  Kilmer  and 
featured  early  issues  of  the  Livingston 
Medium.  Future  topics  for  displays  under 
consideration  include  prominent 
alumni,  university  reorganization  and 
WLBS.

Our  20th  year  is  to  be  a memo- 
rable one.  We  anticipate  the 
approval  of  an  addition  to  the  Liv- 
ingston Gym  of  a weight/fitness 
room,  offices  and  modernized  locker 
rooms  with  sauna;  Cedar  Lane  is  to 
be  extended  behind  the  warehouses 
to  Kilmer  Avenue  so  that  traffic  from 
Metlars  Lane  to  Kilmer  Avenue  will 
not  drive  past  the  Quads;  we  are 
developing  final  plans  for  taking  over 
the  operation  of  the  Towers  in  the  fall 
since  our  needs  have  grown  and  the 
residence  hall  capaci  ty  a t Ru  tgers  ha s 
been  increased,  and  real  plans  are 
being  made  for  the  development  of 
the  campus.

The  following  is  a proposed  amend- 
ment to  the  Livingston  Alumni  As- 
sociation constitution  which  would 
allow  us  to  apply  for  tax-exempt 
status.  This  amendment  will  bevoted 
upon  at  the  May  20  Annual  Meeting. 

Article  VI 

No  part  of  the  net  earnings  of 
the  Association  shall  inure  to  the 
benefit  of,  or  be  disjaersed  to  its 
members,  officers  or  other  private 
persons,  except  that  the  Association 
shall  be  authorized  or  empowered 
to  pay  reasonable  compensation  for 
services  rendered  and  to  make  pay- 
ments and  distributions  in  further- 
ance of  Section  501  (c)  (3)  purposes. 
No  substantial  part  of  the  activities 
of  the  Associatioh  shall  be  the  carry- 
ing on  of  propaganda,  or  otherwise 
attempting  to  influence  legislation, 
and  the  Association  shall  not  partici- 
pate in  nor  intervene  in  (including 
the  publishing  or  distribution  of 
statements)  any  political  campaign 
on  behalf  of  any  candidates  for  of- 
fice. 

Notwithstanding  any  other 
provisions,  the  Association  shall  not 
carry  on  any  activities  not  permitted 
to  be  carried  on  by  an  organization 
exempt  from  Federal  income  tax 
under  Section  501  (c)  (3)  of  the  Inter- 
nal Revenue  Code  (or  correspond- 
ing section  of  any  future  Federal  tax 
code)  or  by  an  organization,  contri- 
butions to  which  are  tax  deductible 
under  Section  170  (c)  (2)  of  the  Inter- 
nal Revenue  Code  (or  correspond- 
ing section  of  any  future  Federal  tax 
code). 

Upon  the  dissolution  of  this 
Association  assets  shall  be  donated 
to  the  Ernest  A.  Lynton  Scholarship 
Fund  (administered  by  the  Rutgers 
University  Foundation)  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  501  (c)  (3)  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  (or  corre- 
sponding section  of  any  future  fed- 
eral tax  code). 


Fight  Brewing  Over  Placement 
Of  Hazardous  Waste  Facility

If  Rutgers  Uni  versity  leaders  have  their 
way,  a new  hazardous  waste  facility 
will  be  built  1,600  feet  from  the  Living- 
ston College  dorms.  With  the  20th  Anni- 
versary of  our  College  upon  us,  it  seems 
the  University's  gift  is  to  place  a small 
hazardous  waste  facility  in  the  students' 
and  faculty's  backyard. 

The  Livingston  (Tollege  Government 
Association  has  taken  the  lead  on  this 
important  campus  and  public  policy 
issue  since  the  early  fall.  The  LCGA  has 
sponsored  important  informational 
meetings  during  its  council  meetings, 
printed  fact  sheets  and  held  a "Toxic 
Tuesday"  panel  discussion/debate 
among  University  officials,  the  New 
Jersey  Public  Interest  Research  Group 
(PIRG)  and  the  Friends  of  the  Rutgers 
Ecological  Preserve  (FREP).  I repre- 
sented FREP  during  the  panel  and  I 
would  like  to  present  a brief  overview  of 
the  crisis  facing  our  College  and  its 
community  members. 

On  September  1 2, 1 988,  the  Friends 
of  the  Rutgers  Ecological  Preserve  re- 
leased a comprehensive  press  release  to 
the  State's  media  and  to  State  Legisla- 
tors which  outlined  how  Rutgers  Uni- 
versity intended  to  open  a 10,000  gallon 
per  year  hazardous  waste  facility  400 
feet  from  the  Rutgers  Ecological  Pre- 
serve, 1,600  feet  from  Livingston  Col- 
lege dorms  (Quads)  and  1,600  feet  from 
Highland  Park  residences.  Located 
across  from  Kilmer  E Road  and  60  feet 
from  the  Kilmer  Barracks  - which  house 
the  American  Association  of  University 
Professors  and  the  Duplicating  and 
Mailing  facility  - the  plans  were  un- 
known to  the  public  until  our  announce- 
ment. 

An  administrator  of  conscience 
released  the  written  blueprints  for  the 
facility  which  made  reference  to  a future 
incinerator.  There  has  been  much  con- 
troversy about  the  appropriate  usage  of 
incinerators  and  FREP  was  concerned 


about  the  University's  moving  to  imple- 
ment such  an  incinerator  without  public 
comment.  The  fact  is  that  three  towns  - 
Piscataway,  Highland  Park  and  Edison 
-border  each  other  at  the  proposed  site. 
The  Mayors  of  Edison  and  Highland 
Park  were  not  informed  about  this  pro- 
posal until  we  released  the  information 
to  the  newspapers. 

To  make  matters  worse,  the  new 
facility  was  being  built  because  the  ex- 
isting facility,  the  Gamma  Greenhouse, 
violated  the  law.  Hit  with  $23,000  in 
fines  assessed  by  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency,  the  Gamma  Green- 
house was  viewed  by  an  External  Re- 
view Team  in  March  1987  as  almost 
certainly  violating  state  and  federal  laws. 

Livingston  students  assisted  FREP 
in  trying  to  acquire  the  facts  once  this 
story  broke.  Two  legislators  immedi- 
ately came  to  our  aid  by  proposing  leg- 
islation. As  we  are  going  to  press,  SR-78, 
a Senate  resolution  sponsored  by  Sen. 
Thomas  PatemiH,  will  be  discussed 
during  a public  hearing  of  the  State 
Senate  Natural  Resources  and  Agricul- 
tural Committee  on  January  12, 1989. 

Once  again  the  Livingston  College 
community  mobilized  to  fight  not  only 
an  attack  on  our  campus  but  also  to 
protect  the  public  interest.  Regardless  of 
what  the  outcome  on  this  matter,  we  can 
be  proud  that  leaders  from  our  college 
community  organized  protest  move- 
ments and  informational  packets  which 
will  bring  out  the  truth.  Concerned 
alumni  should  send  letters  to  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Governors  express- 
ing dismay  over  the  location  and  the 
manner  in  which  the  public  has  been 
informed.  Recent  December  articles  in 
the  Home  News  and  News  Tribune  re- 
ported that  Rutgers  University  hopes  to 
open  the  doors  to  this  new  facility  on  the 
Livingston  campus  by  September,  1990. 
This  announcement  comes  without  the 
participation  of  the  University  commu- 
nity in  that  decision-making  process.
